A) Frederick Sleigh Roberts was born at Cawnporo on 
‘Sept. 30, 1832, and comes of a good Irish stock. He 

himself claims to be an Trishman; and in an eloquent letter he 

addressed to the United States und Canada before he started on 

his mission to subdue the Boers, he paid this hearty tribute to 

the gallant race from which he sprang: “ In the hour of danger my 

countrymen have ever been among the first to lay down their lives 

for their Queen and country; and whether it be against Boer, 


or any other nationality, the Irish soldier will be found loyal to his Queen and brave 


in battle.” 

'Fo recapitulate briefly the chief events of a life destined to be so valuable to the Realm, 
let it be stated that young Roberts was brought in his infancy to Clifton by his parents, and 
reeeived his earliest education in that picturesque suburb of Bristol, later going to Eton, Sand- 
hurst, and Addiscombe. He joined the Army in 1851. Nominated Second Lieutenant in the 
Bengal Artillery, he enjoyed the advantage of being for a short time under his experienced 
father at Peshawar, acting as Aide-de-Camp to the veteran Commander, who had such a good 
record in Afghan warfare, 

The Victoria Cross 
was won by Lieutenant Roberts (as sketched on ‚another page) in the dark days of the Indian 
Mutiny, in the suppression of which the lion-hearted young officer took an active part, notably at

the Siege of Lucknow, where, when worn out with fatigue, he was, curiously enough, succeeded by 
the valiant Garnet Wolseley, whose post of supreme command at the War Office Lord Roberts is 
so soon to All. 

The act of personal bravery for which our liro was awarded the V.C. may be most concisely 
“Lieutenant Roberts’s gallantry has on every occasion been most 
marked. On followitg up the retreating enemy on the 2nd of January 1858, at Khodagunge, he 
saw in the distance two Sepoys going away with a standard. Lieutenant Rob rts put spurs to his 
horse, and overtook them just as they were about to enter a village. They inm 
round, and presented their muskets at him, and one of the men pulled the trigger, but fortunately 
the cap snapped, and the standard-bearer was cut down by the gallant young officer, and the 
standard taken possession of by him. He also, on the same day, cut down another Sepoy who was 
standing at bay, with musket and bayonet, keeping off a sowar.

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The Memorable March to Kandahar 
¥ in 1880, 
during which Sir Frederick Sleigh Roberts, 
who had oceupied Kabul and avenged the foul 
massacre of the British representative, developed 
the resourcefulness, tact, great wers of 
organisation, and military ability which, com- 
bined with a genuine sympathy for all classes 
serving under him and unsparing devotion to 
their‘ interests, have won for him the fullest 
measure of confidence and affection, and stamped 


him as the foremost Commander in the British . 


Army. The moment was critical, the danger 
great. Ayoob Khan had inflicted that severe 
defeat upon Burrows’s troops at Maiwand 


which inspired Caton Woodville to paint one 
of his best battle-pictures. Kandahar was 


threatened. It was at this juncture that 
Roberts, with a force of nine thousand men, 
achieved that wonderful march from Kabul to 
Kandahar which saved the latter city and 
resulted in the complete defeat of Ayoob Khan. 

In this grand march the self- sacrificing, 
generous nature of Lord Roberts and his infinite 
patience and kindly consideration naturally won 
the hearts of all who took part with him in the 
et exploit. Cheering a wounded soldier 
with an encouraging word, infusing his own 
high courage into officers and men as he made 
it his daily practice to ride down the whole 


length of the great column s to the 
relief of Kandahar, ‘‘ Bobs” was, in his quiet 


way, the life and soul of those splendid marchers— 
comrades in arms he did not forget when the 
Lord Mayor of London for the time being came 
to present him at the Guildhall with a Sword of 
Honour on his return to England. 

“ Permit me,’’ said Sir Frederick Roberts, as 
he then was, ‘ to accept the honour as paid, not 
to myself alone, but also to the able oflicers and 
to the brave and enduring troops who served 
under my disections, and whom I am proud to 
represent. Your Chamberlain has paid me and 
the force which I commanded a high compli- 
ment indeed in comparing our march from 
Kabul to Kandahar with the famous * retreat of 
the Ten Thousand’ from the plains of Babylon 
to the shores of the Euxine. To a certain extent 
we may, perhaps, be permitted to accept this 
comparison: both operations were carried out 
amid numerous enemies and through difficult 
countries, and in both cases the object in view 
was successfully attained.” 


Succeeding the late General Sir George 
i Colley 

on his death at the lamentable Majuba. Hill 
disaster in 1881, Roberts was appoi Com- 
mander of the troops in Natal; and had not 
the Home Government with questionable 
magnanimity restored to the rebels the semi- 
independence for which they had risen, he 
would have easily crushed the rebellious Boers 
in all probability, and thus have spared us the 
present war which Paul Kruger provoked. 

From the command of the troops in Madras 
he was raised, in 1885, to be Commander-in- 
Chief in India in succession to Sir Donald 
Stewart, and saw service in Burma ere he 
returned to England as Baron Roberts of 
Kandahar and Waterford, soon to obtain the 
rank of Field - Marshal and Commander - in- 
Chief of Her Majesty’s Forces in Ireland. 

It need hardly be recalled that it was from 
Treland that Lord Lansdowne summoned Lord 
Roberts when the early Boer successes in South 
rendered it imperative to despatch 
additional regiments. The state of England in 
that gloomy December of 1899 will never be 
forgotten. ‘The whole manhood of the country 
seemed ready to volunteer to go to ‘‘ the Front.” 
Onr gallant Colonial brethren, too, came to the 
rescue, as did our own patriotic Volunteers and 
Yeomanry. And it redounded to the credit of 
our military system, at any rate, that the 
Government should have been able from. first 
to last to ship upwards of a quarter of a million 
of fighting-men across the seas to the Cape. A 
grateful nation will ever remember that it was 
when cut to the heart by the loss of his only 
son, Lieutenant F. H. S: Roberts, V.C., in his 
heroic attempt to säve the guns at the Battle of 
Colenso, that

The Colvile Incident.—No slight commotion has 
been caused in military and civilian circles by what is 
known as the Colvile incident. We have by no means 
heard the last of this matter, and the result will be awaited 
with the liveliest concern. Sir Evelyn Wood, Acting 
Commander-in-Chief, has requested jor-General Sir 
Henry E, Colvile, K.C.M.G., C.B., commanding the in- 
fantry brigade at Gibraltar, to resign his command. After 
Sir H. Colvile’s return from South Africa, the question of 
his connection with the loss of the Imperial Yeomanry at 
Lindley in May last was investigated, and he was rein- 
stited in September in his command at Gibraltar, which he 
is now ordered to relinquish. General Colvile has refused 
to resign. 

Major-General Sir Henry E. Colvile has a 
military oateer extending over no less than thirty years.

They are about the size of a Polish 
fowl, and evidently of the same family, but are perfectly 
white in plumage, and have far more profuse feathering 
than the variety named.

The four positions are carefully 
sketched by our Artist, and the 
following description of the 
steps may help our learned 
readers to understand and appreciate them. 
First position: Spring on right foot and at same 
time beat left foot in second position (of the 
dancing alphabet), the foot slightly turned 
inwards. (2) Spring and beat left heel (second 
position), left foot turned outwards. (3) Spring 
on right, and bring left foot to fifth position in 
front. (4) Spring on right foot, left turned out- 
wards to fourth position, raised in left front.
